SIGN OF SOVIET SUPREMACY?— Russia is now so strong in rockets and nuclear weap­ 
ons it can afford to cut back its conventional forces. So said Premier Nikita Khrushchev in 
his first address in 1960 to the Supreme Soviet (Russia’s parliament). He recommended that 
the army be reduced by one-third within the next two years—a slash of some 1.2 million 
men from its present strength. Chart above shows the history of the Red Army from its peak 
strength in 1945 to tile 1948 demobilization, its Cold War peak in 1955. and up to the present, 
as indicated by the Soviets. Western military experts tend to differ, stating that they believe 
U.S.S.R. has some four million men under arms at present; an estimated 175 divisions.

The drop, first successful one in American military 
history, also included dump trucks, graders and jeeps. 
Each made the descent via six parachutes, IOO feet wide. 
From dozens of planes, 333 engineers jumped ahead of the 
equipment. By early afternoon, the engineers had cleared 
away enough ground so that the airstrip's pattern waa 
clearly visible. 


Exercise Ranger Bulldozer, the name given the drop, 
did not mean an added airstrip io r the military base. The 
engineers dismantled i t later* 
Maj. Cen. W. C» Westmoreland, division commander, 
said afterwards that "we knew it could be done. Now we 
know we can do it." He saidsuch drops would be invaluable 
to infantry units that had captured a remote outpost or 
set up a base In a foreign land. He also predicted it would 
have a future Impact on the civilian economy, too.

W ednesday’s “students” followed 
the 4-H precept of “Learning by Doing,” 
as the photos demonstrate. 
The first picture shows a demon­ 
stration on “What Makes A Tractor Run,” 
given by Ronald Schemmer, junior 4-H 
leader from Williamsville, (left) and Har 
old E. Hembrough, leader of the East Side 
Juniors of Jacksonville. The model shows 
how the four cylinders of a four-cycle en­ 


gine operate. The crank moves the cylin­ 
ders, and as they go up and down red and 
white lights indicate the action of the 
valves. The group present considered it 
a visual aid of importance in the teaching 
of future classes. 
In the second photo George Daigh, 
a former assistant farm adviser in Pike 
county, uses a device to show how a mix­ 
ture of gasoline behaves when it is intro­ 
duced to an electric spark. The inside of 
a piece of galvanized pipe is swabbed 
with gasoline, the pipe is corked, and 


when the coil sends the spark— pop, out 
flies the cork. The interested spectators, 
from left, are Ken Coles. Macomb; Clark 
Hiles, Rushville, and DMt DeOrnellas, 
leader of the North Side Ag club of Jack­ 
sonville.

Sees Steep Decline 
In Farm Population 


H ie I960 census is expected to 
show th a t the Illinois farm popu­ 
lation has declined about IO per 
cent since 1955. 
According to C. L. Folse, Uni­ 


versity of Illinois rural sociologist, 
there will nrobably be about r 5, 
000 people living on farms on April 
1 compared with an estimated 688,- 
000 in 1955. The number of farms 


is expected to total about 140,000 
compared with 175,543 five years 
ago. 
At tile same time that farm 
population has declined, the state's 
total 
population 
should 
reach 
about 10,350,000 by April I—a gain 
of about 1.6 million people since 
1950. Illinois is one of eight states 
showing a gain of more than a 
million in population in the past 
IO years. 
Poorer Areas Lose 
Greatest decreases in farm popu­ 
lation will show up in the less 
productive farming areas of south­ 
ern Illinois and in the areas sur­ 
rounding 
metropolitan 
centers, 
where farm land has been taken 
over for urban and industrial uses. 
Smallest farm population changes 
will take place in the commercial 
agricultural areas where the most 
productive farms are located. 
Looking ahead to 1975, Folse be­ 
lieves th a t Illinois could reach a 
total population of more than 13 
million. The farm population will 
continue to decline until it makes 
up slightly less than four per cent 
of the total, he feels. 
Change Brings Problems 
Population declines pose many 
problems for rural areas, Poise 
points out. Among them are local 


government, medical service* ani 
facilities and schools th at mu* 
adjust to serving a smaller faro 
population.

In the world of politics, every state 


is a great state, whether it has four

The Crucible 


In the 1920s Sir Winston Churchill 
was most often a lone voice crying in 
the wilderness. Those were days when 
disarmament talk ran high. Sir Win­ 
ston warned that settlement of interna­ 
tional differences had to precede ef­ 
fective disarmament, which could only 
come in an atmosphere of trust. 


That, has become the classic argu­ 
ment. It is rooted in the idea that arm­ 
aments are a symptom of fear. If you 
would abolish arms, so it goes, you must 
first remove the fear. 
The reasoning seems irresistible, 
since for so long it has fit so many of 
the known facts. Nations do indeed op­ 
erate from their fears, and stockpile 
weapons to assuage them. 


If problems like those between East 
and West in Berlin could he solved, 
fears would be lessened and so, pre­ 
sumably, would the need for arms. 
Yet in recent times men of stature 
have arisen to suggest that armaments 
of themselves are a cause, not merely 
a symptom, of fear. They say that fear 
and tension will dimmish as the arms 
are reduced. 
British Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd is erne who so believes. In his 
view, progress in disarmament need

Contributions 
You can claim as a deduction 
contributions to recognized, non­ 
profit religious, charitable, educa­ 
tional and scientific organizations; 
to societies for the prevention of 
cruelty to children or animals, and 
to governmental organizations for 
exclusively public purpose*. 
You cannot deduct dues paid to 
social organizations even though 
they have charitable or welfare 
subsidiaries to which gifts are de­ 
ductible. 
You cannot deduct gifts to in­ 
dividuals no m atter how needy 
they may be. 
Contributions to political par­ 
ties or to any organization which 
uses the money to influence legis­ 
lation are not deductible. 
If a contribution is made to pro­ 
perty, the value of the property 
(not its cost to you) is the m ea­ 
sure of the contribution for pur­ 
pose of the deduction.
